Few people resliae to what extent the prosperiti of the conn- 

try takoo a whole rests upon the outcome of the corn crop, saya 
the Wall titi-eet Joaroal. Recently the Department of Agricult- 
ure nnnoanoed ita preliminary eatimate of • yield of 2,767,816,000 
bn^hels for this year, tn ikin« the third larceal in the history of the 
country. The Uniteo States grows about 80 per cenf of fli»' world'H 
•Mirn crop on the averuiee, and seldom exports more than 5 per j 
cent unu^-r exiHting oooditices of dcmeatie demand. It la preemi 
nt'ntiy the Am-ricun crop -jii which niral proapoHty, and tbrongh 
It ^'enerul pro.'-penty, rest*. 

As a baais of materiaUprogress corn baa extended its area with 
the -row Ml of th.' country. Last year for the first time it exceed- 
ed a hundred million acrea. No further back than lb77 the area 
under corn waa only half of that. The doubling of the acreage bus 
brought tUa doubling of vield and hIiuosH a doabling of price. 
With lilfliher prices of corn Ins eom'i;in lucreasad ♦endeut y to nell 
direct from the farm latber than lo convert it into meat uud 
market it in that form. Tho low prieea of lha eigbtiei and 
nineii.'B led to live ^itock productiuo on a more acientitic basi.4, 
while the higbor pric«'ri of tlie current deeede have tended to 
redme the foauit/ of lire stock grown thron^h the eonsamotion of 
corn. 

This influence baa much to do with the sdvance in meal and 
dairy prio-H so aennral 'hrouirhout ibe country wad tbe world. 
Oorn, IB its c i|..ii:ity is farm asaet, is prnetienlly an addition to 
rural capital. What railroads would charKo to maintenance of 
fquipiP» ul tito farmer charges iio the uukeep of his live stock 
throoiih corn oonaoinptlon. It is nevertheless more than simply 
mHinf.'iianco; it is in ioveatment in tho form of liv.- block, poul- 
try and dairy pruJucta preparo.l for the market. A well-filled 
crib of corn ia the farmer*-* beat bulwark at^ainst auy change iu tho 
financial fortunes of tlm couutrv. Withoot an ample aapply he is 
poor; with if he is rend v for- ntiything, hoc ui.'^e ho hna the meana 
of maiiiteuauoo till die next season's productiou. 

Ooru, unlike cotton or wheat, ia lesa tho farmera' money crop 
than his meauR of niakinf; money. In a rotation system it ia in- 
dippensablo to the Americau system of agricultare. Us future lies 
there rather than iu any very xreat extension of acreage beyond 
the present liiints. i'robably in another decade we may have as 
mucii as 120,000,000 acres uuder corn. But then the crop will 
have to share the total farm acreage in newer crops that are now 
wedging their way into roral ayaUvn of naing land. Ita fotaro 
will depend on two things— on tbe price which the consuming 
world ia prepared to pay for it, <iad on ita part in the matntoanoo 
of fatm farlWty. lit naroage yield of MS might easi K# im. 
proved by 60 per cent under demoD«trat«d methods - - . 1 se- 
leciiuD and pfo^af culture. Tbe yield ii< t-d nol thonfoto U» ieaa, 
hot rnthor grtnlar as the yeara advance.
